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Fire destroys century-old building

Firefighters from three fire 
departments spent the better 
part of three hours bringing a 
stubborn blaze under control 
Monday afternoon. 

At approximately 4 p.m. 
Monday, emergency crews 
arrived to a seven unit apart¬ 
ment building at 27 John 
St. E. to find smoke com¬ 
ing from the roof. Within the 
hour, a heavy wind blew the 
thick smoke from the fire 
westward into downtown 
Bradford, causing head¬ 
aches for commuters during 
rush hour. 

"Our first in, Pumper 1011, 
the officer reported smoke 
was visible from the roof at 
that time," said Bradford West 
Gwilhmbury fire chief Kevin 
Gallant. “When I came into 
Bradford, I could see smoke 
already blowing through.” 

According to witnesses on 
scene, the fire began in the 
attic of the structure, a cen¬ 
tury home converted into 
apartments. Flames later 
broke through as firefight¬ 
ers from Bradford and New 
Tecumseth fought to contain 
the blaze. 

“Roof fires are very stub¬ 
born, especially trying to 
fight a fire like this,” Gal¬ 
lant said. “It had already 
extended throughout the 
structure. There was smoke 
coming from all areas.” 

Initially, firefighters used a 


special foam which has prop¬ 
erties that aid in the extin¬ 
guishing of the fire to help 
suppress the flames, before 
dousing the building with 
water, Gallant explained. 

The property had been 
owned by the same fam¬ 
ily for more than 70 years, 
reported multiple bystand¬ 
ers at the scene. One of the 
tenants had resided there for 
more than 40. 

The owners of the property 
also own the home immedi¬ 
ately west of 27 John St. E. 
That home, built in the 1970s, 
in one land subdivided from 


the original property. Keep¬ 
ing that home safe was a pri¬ 
ority of firefighters. 

“We’re always worried 
about exposures and trying 
to contain the fire to the orig¬ 
inal structure,” Gallant said. 
“We had hose lines on the 
west side, putting up a fog 
pattern to protect the expo¬ 
sure. We also had to deal 
with a roof collapse and the 
chimney collapsed on the 
west side of the property.” 

All occupants have been 
accounted for and no inju¬ 
ries to any of the emergency 


reported. 

Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury Fire and Emergency 
Services received assistance 
from New Tecumseth and 
King Township fire depart¬ 
ments in battling the blaze, 
while Innisfil Fire Services 
provided assistance at the 
Bradford Fire Hall, respond¬ 
ing to other emergency calls 
while all of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury’s trucks were 
on scene at John St 

Fire crews remained on 
scene at John St. E. Monday 
evening to investigate the 
fire and clean up. John St. 


was closed from Barrie St. to 
Nelson St. for the duration. 
The road re-opened Tuesday 
morning. 

The cause of the fire has 
not yet been determined. 
The Ontario Fire Marshal was 
called in but will not be inves¬ 
tigating. John St was reopened 
Tuesday afternoon. 

A trust fund has been set 
up for those affected by the 
fire at the Bradford branch 
of the TD Bank. Donations 
can be made to the 27 John 
Street East Fund, account 
number 2110 5222755. A 
second trust fund, at the 
Holland St. E. branch of the 
Royal Bank is also open. It 
is also titled 27 John Street 
East Fund, account number 
00462 5014774. 

Councillor Gary Baynes 
announced at Bradford West 
Gwilhmbury town coun¬ 
cil Tuesday night that more 
than $3,000 in cash and 
gift cards had already been 
donated from residents and 
local businesses.

Ontario misses mark 
on grad rates, by year 


W 


ith spring 

nents on the 
horizon, Canada’s most populous 
province has reason to applaud: 
Ontario’s high school graduation 
rates are getting closer to the 
government’s 85% goal. 

What is not so comforting is 
that a full generation after it 
scrapped the last vestige of its old 
Grade 13, Ontario still measures 
a graduation rate both for the 
four-year high school system it 
has had since 1999, mirroring 
most of North America, and for a 
phantom five-year system it has 
not had since then. 

In effect, kids are told to be out 
the door in four years by the same 
province that keeps the door open 
to them a fifth year even though, 
with its books underwater, it can’t 
afford that. 

Further, a commission that paved 
the way for the four-year system 
found no evidence a fifth year 
confers superior achievement. 

That’s not the only the problem 
with the numbers. 

Overall, 76% of teens graduate in 
four years, rising to 84% counting 
those who stay an extra year, mainly 
to get the credits they need to 
graduate or to repeat courses for 
better marks. 


Given that the four-year rate is 
20 percentage points higher than 
a decade ago, and the five-year 
rate 16 points to the better, that's 
dramatic progress. 

But those numbers mask 
disturbing questions. 

If one in four students isn’t 
graduating in the expected 
four years, we need better 
understanding of why not. 

If the same ratio didn’t get out of 
elementary school on time, parents 
and taxpayers would revolt. 

Four cycles of teenagers have 
come and gone since Ontario 
eliminated its fifth year of high 
school for academically-bound 
kids, falling in lockstep with a 
continent that most everywhere has 
long managed to educate its teens 
— even those bound for university, 
college and the skilled trades — in 
four years. 

And, yet, in 2015, Canada’s largest 
education system is benchmarking 
success against kids who don't 
graduate on time. 

Worse, more than one-third 
of school boards have four-year 
graduation rates below the Ontario 
average, some, far below it. 

The note going home this spring 
should say “still shows room for 
improvement.”

Carbon Monoxide Detection 
Beat the Silent Killer 

Ontario is taking another step to keep families and homes in 
Ontario safe by making carbon monoxide alarms mandatory in 
all residential homes. The new regulation, which came into effect 
October 15,2014, updates Ontario’s Fire Code following the 
passage of Bill 77 last year. 

More than 50 people die each year from carbon monoxide 
poisoning in Canada, including 11 on average in Ontario. In an 
attempt to reduce this statistic, carbon monoxide detectors will 
now be required near all sleeping areas in residential homes 
and in the service rooms, and adjacent sleeping areas in 
multi-residential units. Carbon monoxide alarms can be 
hardwired, battery-operated or plugged into the wall. 

Compliance with the legislation will be phased-in: 

• Single-family homeowners and property owners/tenants 

in buildings that contain no more than 6 suites (i.e. two-unit 
residential and other small apartment buildings) will have a 
period of six months to comply (April 15,2015). 

• Residential occupancy owners of buildings with more than 
6 suites have 12 months to comply (October 15,2015). 

• CO alarms that have already been installed must be 
maintained in accordance with the Fire Code effective 
October 15,2014.

For a number of years, 
the property has been uti¬ 
lized by the town's parks 
department for operations. 

“Some of the terms of the 


active parkland," said Terry 
Foran, acting director of lei¬ 
sure services for the town. 
“(In Phase 1) we’re focus¬ 
ing on our first phase of 
development, which would 
incorporate... two function¬ 
ing soccer pitches, fully irri¬ 
gated, all of our lead ways in

A long-closed north- 
south alternate route 
between Bradford and 
Newmarket is about to be 
re-built. 

Since 1995, Bathurst St. 
has been closed in King 
and East Gwillimbury 
between Morning Sideroad 
and Graham Sideroad for 
safety concerns. Before 
that, it was only closed 
during the winter, provid¬ 
ing a much more scenic, if 
not at times treacherous, 
trip for locals heading into 
Newmarket. 

In 2011, York Region 
hoped to begin recon¬ 
struction of the road, by 
re-grading it and bring¬ 
ing it up to contemporary 
standards. “We intended it 
to be a continuous project 
from Green Lane to Hol¬ 
land Landing," said Cyn¬ 
thia Martin, project man¬ 
ager with York Region. 

However, those plans 
hit a roadblock when his¬ 
torical artifacts were dis¬ 
covered north of Morning 
Sideroad. The remnants 
of a Huron-Wendat village 
was unearthed under the 
Bathurst roadbed, putting 
a halt to further work until 
a Stage 4 archaeological 


vation was complete. 

In fall 2011, Archaeo¬ 
logical Services Inc. recov¬ 
ered artifacts appearing 
to be related to a small to 
medium-sized 14th cen¬ 
tury ancestral Huron set¬ 
tlement. At this time it was 
believed to be an ances¬ 
tral Huron-Wendat site 
from the middle Iroquoian 
period circa 1300 to 1400 
A.D. 

The archaeological site 
measured 120 m by 60 m. 
Among the findings was a 
51 m by 6.5 m longhouse. 

The region split the 

stages. The work in the 
north end could go on as 
planned, which included 
the intersection changes 
at Bathurst and Highway 
11 and Holland Landing 
Road. That project will be 
finished later this spring 
when final asphalt pav¬ 
ing and pavement mark¬ 
ings will be undertaken. 
As well, Bathurst has 
been widened north from 
Graham Sideroad, with 
just under 1.5 km of new 
road already paved, and 
approximately 250 m of 
new grading. 

Work from Green Lane to 
north of Morning Sideroad 
was not anticipated to 


begin until 2016, however 
“the archaeological investi¬ 
gation went smoother than 

The work is now antici¬ 
pated to be finished by the 
end of 2016. 

Work on Bathurst will 
include improving the slope 
of the road, the addition of a 
truck climbing lane, allow¬ 
ing for slower traffic to climb 
uphill without impeding 
other vehicles and replacing 
the old bridge and culverts 
with wildlife crossing struc¬ 
tures, allowing animals to 

The project will also see 
new trees planted to replace 
those removed during con¬ 
struction and improve- 

of Bathurst and Morning 
Sideroad. The Bathurst St./ 
Green Lane W. Intersection 
will also be resurfaced. 

Expect Bathurst St. to be 
closed north of Green Lane 
to Morning Sideroad begin¬ 
ning in June. It is expected to 
reopen in December. 

Bathurst St. should be 
a continous road, from 
Queen’s Quey in Toronto to 
north of River Drive Park, for 
the first time in more than 
two decades, by Dec. 2016.

Imagine a workout program 
that combines gymnastics, aer¬ 
obic exercise and Olympic-styie 
weight lifting. Then, imagine 
that this workout program will 
often pushyou to the very phys¬ 
ical limits your body can han¬ 
dle. 

The sheer thought of such 
a program would send many 
of us cowering back to our 
couches, remote control in one 
hand, doughnut in other, won¬ 
dering why anyone would do 
that to him or herself 

Yet more and more people 
are finding themselves belong¬ 
ing to CrossFit gyms across the 
country, including CrossFit 
Bradford, which has been open 
for about fouryears. 

CrossFit is a strength and 


executed at high intensity, 
designed to improve the physi¬ 
cal fitness of the athletes taking 
part There are no “leg days” or 
“ab days” with CrossFit; rather 
a multifaceted workout, utiliz¬ 
ing multiple muscle groups is 
undertaken each day. 

A typical workout is approx¬ 
imately an hour. During that 


class at the gym, participants 
will warm up, work on a skill, 
stretch and take part in the 
workout of the day, which is 
posted online and utilized in all 
CrossFit gyms across the worid 

CrossFit is more than a work¬ 
out regimen; it is also an ath¬ 
letic competition. The Cross- 
Fit Games take place annually 
and are broadcast on cable tel¬ 
evision across North America 
Qualifying for the games begins 
in the local gyms, just like Cross- 
fit Bradford 

For five weeks in Febru¬ 
ary and March, CrossFit par¬ 
ticipants took part in a series 
of events to qualify themselves 
for the CrossFit Games. Dur¬ 
ing that time, at 8 p.m. eastern 
standard time every Thursday, 
that week’s mystery workout 
was released live on the offi¬ 
cial CrossFit website and on 
YouTUbe. Each person partici¬ 
pating had until 8 p.m. eastern 
the following Monday night to 
complete it at a CrossFit affiliate 
gym or have their private work¬ 
out videotaped and submitted 

Week 5 was released March 
26. The workoutwas described 
as follows: 

“This workout begins seated 
on the rower with the monitor 


set to zero calories. At the call of 
'3-2-1... go,' the athlete will grab 
the handle and begin rowing. 
Once you have rowed 27 calo¬ 
ries you will move to the barbell 
for 27 thrusters, then back to the 
rower for the round of 21, and 
so forth. Each time you return 
to the rower you or your judge 
must reset the monitor to zero 
before rowing:" 

A thruster is is a combina¬ 
tion move of a lront squat and a 
push press. You begin in a squat 
position with a barbell (weigh¬ 
ing 95 pounds in this instance) 
at your chest. You then lift up 
from the squat and push the 
barbell completely over your 

four reps of 27,21,15 and nine. 

Kyle andNoraBeatty, who are 
co-owners of CrossFit Bradford 
with Adam Wade, saythere are 
plenty of reasons why so many 
people have chosen CrossFit 
and found great success with 
its programs in recent years (a 
penchant for sadomasochism 
may be one of those reasons, 
Kyle jokingly admitted). 

“For alot of people, they just 
want to see if they can do it,” 
Kyle said. “Another thing is, a 
lot of people want to gauge it, 
fortheir skill level, compared to 


everyone else who’s doing it or 
compared to lastyead’ 

“There are people out there 
who don’t exercise except in 
a community,” added Nora, 
who has been an employee 
of CrossFit Bradford since it 
opened. “This, especially dur¬ 
ing the open, really highlights 
that sense of community in the 
CrossFitworid” 

The growing numbers of 
people who are finding success 
with CrossFitwill tell you it’s the 
best workout they've ever done. 
Not only have they formed a 
supportive community among 
themselves, they have also 
found ways to support the com¬ 
munity asawhole. 

Many people, in this area in 
particular, may have seen their 
friends checking in at CrossFit 
Bradford on Facebook with the 
status “Checking in for charity.”

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South Simcoe police seize drags worth more than $700,000 in bust

Four people have been 
charged and police are search¬ 
ing for two more following 
a drug bust near Lefroy, last 
Wednesday afternoon. 

South Simcoe Police detec¬ 
tives executed a search war¬ 
rant at 1688 Killamey Beach 
Rd., near the intersection of the 
20th Sideroad in Innisfil. Police 
uncovered what they describe 


growing operation” inside the 
residence. 

Police recovered 75 kg of 
dried marijuana and 37 grow¬ 
ing marijuana plants in the 
residence, with an estimated 
street value of more than 
$700,000. 

“It’s the most dried (mari¬ 
juana) we've seen in a long 
time,” said Const Rich William- 


“I think it should be a substan¬ 
tial hit to marijuana across the 
province. $700,000 worth of 
product - it’s not the biggest 


haul ever, but it’s a substantial 

The plants, product and 
equipment for growing the 
marijuana were seized by 
police, who remained on site 
at the residence last Thursday 
morning. As well, more than 
$6,000 in cash, avial of hash oil 
and six grams of cocaine were 
also seized by police. Those 
drugs, police believe, were for 
personal use. 

When the raid occurred, 
police say the four men arrested 
were caught in the process of 
harvesting and processing the 
marijuana, with Williamson 
adding the men were surprised 
by police. 

Williamson was not able to 
provide further information on 
howthisgrow-op got on police’s 

"I can’t go into the details of 
how our officers got the infor¬ 
mation but they were able to 
obtain a search warrant from a 
Justice of the Peace,” William¬ 
son said. "They had sufficient 


information as to what was 
going on. They obviously would 
have done observations of the 
residence, etc. Armed with that 
information, they got the search 
warrant and were able to do the 
raid yesterday.” 

The newer home, located 
within a kilometre of Killamey 
Beach Public School, was occu¬ 
pied with residents while oper¬ 
ating as a grow-op. It wasn't 
dilapidated, abandoned or 
undergoing major renovation- 
there was a complex hydro sys¬ 
tem and nearly all of the house 
was utilized - but Williamson 
said it was headed in that direc- 

"There were people living in 
the house at the time; the ring¬ 
leaders were living there and 
one of the accused. The grow- 
op was in the basement,” Wil¬ 
liamson said. "One of the major 
problems with marijuana grows 
is that there is so much mois¬ 
ture and humidity that often a 
lot of black mould (forms). A 
marijuana grow operation will 


destroy the house eventually.'’ 

Three men from the City of 
Toronto, two 40-year-olds and 
a 51-year-old, and a 69-year-old 
Innisfil man have been charged 
with cultivation, possession 
for the purpose of trafficking 
and possession of a controlled 
substance. They have all been 
released ftom custody. 

On April 3, a 41-year-old 
Innisfil man was arrested and 
charged with drag cultivation, 
drug possession for the purpose 
of trafficking and drug posses¬ 
sion - along with possession of 
hash and cocaine 

Police determined that a 
female living at the residence 
was not directly involved. 
She was neither arrested nor 

None of the accused are 
known to South Simcoe police, 
Williamson said, butwould not 
speculate as to if they have any 
prior criminal history. 

The marijuana was expected 
to be destroyed by the end of the 
weekend.
